Old earth entered into the midst of 


the comet's tenuous tail ai 2 o'clock 
this afternoon if the astronomers have 
not been handing out false promises. 
So far there is nothing that is material 
('as proof of this. 
But the situation 


may grow worse as we get farther into 
the brush of the sky tramp's caudal 
appendage. 


Tonight at 10 o'clock the head and 


jj£tail ol the comet and the earth and the 
I sun will be'on a direct line. The tall 
I'of the celestial yisitor will stretch ^ut 
"toward the earth and it's fifteen ; or 


twenty millions of miles long. It is 
whisking the earth right now. even if 
you cannot feel, see or hear it 
1 That Is if the tail is on duty today. 
There have been times during the pres- 
ent visitation when the tail has taken 
a day or two off. 
From many sections of the country 


come reports of alarm and panic felt ] 
by the people for the consequences of 
the earth's rushing into the comet's 
tail. 
In Wisconsin farmers are re- 


ported to-have left their homes and In 
.many parts of the south the negroes 
have taken panic 
and 
are wearing 


"conjure bags" and some are spend- 
ing the time In 'prayer. 


Up to the hour of putting this on 


the press the comet's, tall has not 
even switched oft the flies. 


FINE VIEW OF COMET'S TAIL. 


Chicago, May 18.—A splendid view 


of the tall of the comet was enjoyed 
here from 1 to 1:30 o'clock this morn- 
Ing. 
"The comet's head was not above 


the horizon until Just before the sun 
rose, but the tall presented an exceed- 
ingly bright picture." declared Prof. E. 
E. Barnard/of tne Yerlces observatory.

Men. .is 
well as women, fainted from exhaus- 
tion and ambulance attendants were 
busy all along the stream of human- 
ity.The doors of the hall were opened at 
6 o'clock. .-Many thousands were al- 
ready in line and by noon the total 
number who had passed the bier. In- 
cluding those who secured entrance 
yesterday, had exceeded 100.000. Same 
eight thousand moved silently through 
the hall ever}' hour, 'but the waiting 
lines grew more rapidly.

Prof. Flynn's 
previous 
lectures, the 


psychological enters largely 
Into his 


methods. Youth, beauty and strength 
can be had and can be preserved by 
thinking them, by keeping the body 
pure ^and the mind bright and clean. 


Prof. Flynn's lecture last night was 


very interesting and he went to much 
pains to "tell how" to have a good 
complexion, beautiful features, g9od 
eyes and luxuriant half. 


Prof. Flynn, In directing attention 


to the care o£ the face at the outset 
rejected the old and common beliuf 
tliiat any goofl could come out of the 
ordinary process of massage and the 
use bf cosmetics. 
The face should 


reflect the spirit and could be made, to 
do that, whereas the mere manipula- 
tion of the'mucles of the face by the 
hand of.another was merely produc- 
ing by mechanical means a physical 
expression that would not and, could 
not be &ny reflection of the spirit of 
beauty, which must come from with- 
in and cannot be applied from with- 
out. 
He said that any physical action 


that was the.musclar' response of In- 
tensive thought.expressed itself in tha 
face—became a mask; that a clutch 
of the hand, a movement of the foot 
or any -intensive -motion of the body 
pu. an expression or mask on the face 
having correspondence with the effort. 
He-cited the results obtained in the 
kindergartens and hand-craft schools, 
where it has been numerously observ- 


« ed that the dull, almost expressionnl 
^* faces of the slow minds and Intellect-

We do not 
mean by this that we arc making any 
attempt to ahow you how to sec. In- 
stead, we wish to leave with you the 
idea that we don't see, that we can t 
see. with the physical eye alone The 
spiritual eye docs the seeing and uses 
the physical eye as its instrument. You 
may say that the mind's eye. the spir- 
itual eye, can not see without the phy-

„.„„..,. Let us take for illustration the 
story of my friend who saw his wife 
fall In a faint In the kitchen of their 
home a thousand miles away. It seem- 
ed to him that he saw her as plainly 
as he had ever seen her with his phy- 
sical eye. The incident was so re- 
markable that he immediately made a 
note of the time and place of the oc- 
currence of the vision and wrote his 
wife concerning it On returning home 
his wife corroborated the 
vision in 


every detail. We have no other way 
of explaining such vision than by call- 
ing It seeing with the spiritual eye. 


How deceptive our senses are. They 


make us believe that they alone bring 
us the impressions from outside. How 
wrong this is is shown by the fact that 
when the spiritual body steps out the 
power to see, to hear, to taste, to smell, 
to feel, is also gone. We need no more 
proof than this to make us believe that 
our organs ot sense are only instru- 
ments through which the spiritual or- 


ins or the mind express themselves. 
The manned In which the mind de- 


velops the brain, its workshop, is a 
-ery interesting process. 
This is all 


done through the sense of sight. \Ve 
will commence with the undeveloped 
brain. 
As we look back on man in the prim- 


tlve state, his sympathies were un- 
developed or were totally lacking. The 
aye. 
seeing other humans being in- 


iured. reported these facts to the brain. 
The first report was a mere scratch on 
the brain surface. With tbe recurrence 
of the reports from the eye the scratch 
became an Indentation- In the process 
of evolution these recurrent impres- 
sions from the outside deepened the 
indentations into a groove until at last 
it was deep enough to reach this nerve 
of sympathy which calls the body into 
action, giving it the impulse to rush 
to -the aid of the injured. 


The distinguishing of colors is learn- 


ed through the eye. At first, colors 
mnko no impression on 
the 
child's 


mind. Then we notice, as he develops, 
that he reaches for the bright object, 
the red hall for Instance. As he sees 
the red ball clay by day, the groove in 
the brain grows deeper nnd the color 
red Is learned. So with the other col- 
ors until all are learned. Then the por- 
tion of the brain which represents pic- 
ture making, has all that is necessary 
for coloring the picture. The grooves 
havo been made, and we have what- 
ever weOiehold dressed In lovely col- 
ors.What a wonderful instrument Is this 
eyo of ours!

what an effect environment hns on our 
development. Take, for Instance, some 
of the uneducated Mexicans in south- 
ern California. He lives In a slovenly 
constructed shack made of pieces of 
old tin, small boards and cloth. Look 


Inside and »eo how he llv««> Not a 
whole dish to wa«h In. no table, no 
way of cooking a. decent meal, Ju»t a 
bod with filthy clothes on It and a 
rickety stove. Not one thing can you 
see with this eye of yours to stimulate 
the occupants to anything higher. 


Let us see what might happen to a 


chUd of that hom,p. He goes to school, 
or to work, as th« caso may be. He 
sees other children and their homes. 
Gradually a change comes over him. 
A change very little at first, almost Im- 
perceptible, but a change nevertheless. 
The boy keeps his face clea,n, or per- 
haps asks his mother for shoes and 
stockings like those of th« other boys, 
How fast the evolution la going on. 
Pride is growing surely and steadily, 
stimulated as it is by the sense of 
sight 


We might go on and watch the pro- 


cess of his development from year to 
year as 'his pride Increases. 
Instead 


we will leave the boy with this smal 
beginning and let you see him as he 
is today. That same boy, now a man 
grown. Is carrying'on a business for 
himself, one of the largest fruit busi- 
nesses in this country: a well dressed 
fellow, living in a comfortable, beauti- 
ful home. Who shall say but that this 
great evolution 
took 
place largely 


through the sense of sight? 


Just as pride Is developed through 


better environment, so from 
squalid 


evil surroundings the vices are born. 
We are influenced by what 
we see 


every day. We grow to like our houses. 
If they are mean and unkempt, so are 
our clothes and bodies. Our 
mTnds 


suffer in consequence and 
become 


dwarfed. Looking in the mirror day 
by day, seeing the face becoming wrin- 
kled, not from age but from self-abuse 
in eating or any other way, we com- 
mence to feel old. The more we look 
the deeper becomes the impression on 
our brains that we are getting old, and 
the result is we are old before our 
time. 


Let me make 'some practical sugges- 


tions for you in the care of your child. 


anism of the physical «ye, but a 
broader nnd more comprehensive un- 
derstanding of the power of the mind 
Is shown In the construction of those 
great mechanical eyes, tho telescope 
and microscope.

If certain parts of the brain are weak 


or undeveloped, it is shown by the 
movements of the feet, hands, or gen- 
eral carriage of the body. Most ma- 
ture persons express themselves mow 
like cows than like the graceful 
tures they were meant to be, such as 
dogs, cats and squirrels. 


Now, 
when we find a dull child we 


teach him manual training—we edu- 
cate his sense of touch. Why do we do 
this? The. mind uses touch as one of 
its moot useful assistants in brain de- 
velopment- An the touch Is developed 
the child brain Is unfolded, and instead 
of the dull, stupid child we have 
bright, 
intelligent one. 'The 
brain 


forces which were hitherto dormant, 
responded to the 
practical 
uses o< 


touch. 


The same 
result 
is accomplished 


through the training ot the feet. Every 
child should be taught to use his fee 
through the medium of all kinds o 
fancy steps, wing, clog and jig. Try I 
and see how quickly your child wll 
advance in his studies. Because of th 
interest he displays in. the foot action, 
he will begin to show greater interest 
In educational lines. 


Bodily movements of all kinds tend 


to develop the brain, which gives the 
mind greater power of expression. Ex- 
ercises of all kinds are beneficial to 
everyone, young or old. 


The skin, the organ of touch, when 


uneducated, can be very misleading. It 
is the thermometer of the body, but it 
is'put oxit of business very quickly by 
hot rooms and flannels. It then misin-

In the preceding words we have en- 


deavored to give you a. little Idea of 
the manner In which the mind works 
through the sight to develop Its facul- 
ties. We will conclude by mentioning 
another way in which the great Intelli- 
gence of the spiritual body or mind is 
displayed. In order to do this 
we 


might siudy.the evolution of the mech- 


forms us as to the correct needs of the 
body and calls for hotter rooms and 
warmer clothes. If you wish to bring 
the skin back to Its normal condition as 
an organ of protection, educate it by 
tbe use of plenty of friction, cold water 
baths, natural or sweat baths. Keep it 
exposed as much as possible to the air 
and sun, as they are Its natural envi- 
ronments. 


Only when the skin Is in its normal

Retting the Brain. 


Pursuing this point. P.rof. Flynn re- 


ferred to the face mask 'of the Chica- 
go teamster, with Its hard, set expres- 
sion and to the pig-sticker and me:xt 
cutter of the stock yards and packing 
house, who. he saXI, could be picked 
out from the crowd by his face mask. 
The face of the teacher wore, a dis- 
tinctive mask that reflected her work 
and the business man whose mind Is 
bent with tremendous Intensity on a 
thousand present or recurring prob- 
lems showed his anxieties and his fag 
In his face. 
Prdf. Flynn deserlbe-1 


the means of devitalizing the brain 
to give rest from the worry of appli- 
cation. A step to the window, a deep 
breath and the weight would bo for 
the time lifted, the brain would gain 
freshness 
and 
the 
mind 
renewed 


strength. This shortly would be an 
habitual practice 
which soon would 


be reflected In the face no less than In 
greatly superior capacity for clear- 
headed, hard work. 


Effect ef Too Much Joy. 


A striking fact w«s established .by 


Prof. Flynn In discussing.the effect of 
fear, anger and Joy on the 'facial ex- 
pression. Fear and anger, he said, 
burned out certain lines in the face 
and left the mark almost Indelibly 
there In hollowed places. He rathor 
startled his audience by stating that 
too much Joy had about the eame ef- 
fect and he made It pretty clear that 
superabundance of cause for that emo- 
tion would leave Its imprint on the 
face of the person who_h»d too much 
to be thankful for. 


To one who can read the wrinkle 


language Prof. Flynn said wrinkles In 
the forehead 
spell 
lUng-weakn«ss, 


brain strain or eye strain. Where the 
corners of th« mouth are-drawn down 
there are the Indications of weak di- 
gestion and Intestinal troubles. 


The first treatment of the skin Is 


exercise until ttie face Is made to 
sweat. Having the air grating vig- 
orously on the face In order to create 
a rapid evaporation Is essential. The 
most beautiful complexions are found 
where there Is much log, and per- 
spiration and evaporation by exer- 
cise of which runnlngMs a valuable 
detail, Involves quite the same prin- 
ciple as the fog. each -person creating 
his own private supply and having U 
whenever he wants It or needs it. 


Getting • Good Complexion. 


The relation of foods and digestion 


to the skin and facial complexion em- 
braced a very interesting part of the 
lecture. 
A Wienerwurst eater, said 


Prof. Flynn, bad Wienerwurst oh his 
face. Pimples, blackheads and a muddy 
or greasy complexion were due to both 
what was eaten and to imperfect diges- 
tion. No persons who consumed • pork, 
flenerwurst, sauer kraut and the like 
could have a good complexion. It brought 
oils to the face, made the skin coarse 
and the complexion bad. To remove 
blackheads he advised an emulsion of 
pure soap vigorously applied and al- 
lowed to remain from ten to twenty 
minutes, then washed off with hot wa-. 
ter and the face given a lively rubbing 
with the hands. As a necessary con- 
dition to a good complexion Prof. Flynn 
Insisted on a good digestion. The food 
should be chewed to a liquid, he saidt 
and the proper diet always consulted. 
Proper food and abundant exercise 
would in good time result in a skin of 
texture as fine and a complexion as 
delicate as a babe's. He counseled but- 
termilk as one of the greatest bever- 
ages there Is for the complexion and 
urged plenty of fruit and vegetables In 
the dietary. 
Regular observance of 


these things'would ultimately produce 
a coinplexion that would leave little to 
be wished for. 


Virtue in Barefeet. 


"Corn on the foot means a corn on 


theSface," was the singular declara- 
tion of the lecturer. By this he de- 
sired to be understood as meaning that 
Hie pain and Inconvenienced! a corn 
put a corresponding mask on the face. 
Go barefoot much was the Flynn max- 
im. He cited the practice of the-Eng- 
lish people to do much of their work 
and take a great deal of their exercise 
In the bare feet. Royalty and the aris- 
tocracy made It a common practice to 
.play croquet and take other forms of 
exercise with the feet bared. 
Their 


eh'aurance upon their feet, the capa- 
city for great excess of physical effort 
and their splendid complexions all at- 
tested the value of going barefoot. It 
prevented that congestion of the feet 
from which a long train of physical and 
mental evils inevitably came.

DANGERS LURK IN MILK. 


Lecture of Dr. M. P. R«v«n»l Before 


Medical Society. 


The closing feature of the sessions of 


the Twelfth District Medical society 
held in this "city was the lecture de- 
livered Tuesday evening at the Jewish 
synagogue by Dr. M. P. Ravenel. of 
Madison, Wis- chief of the department 
of bacterilogy In the Wisconsin uni- 
versity, on the subject.

performed well by but few dairymen 
There Is but one safe way and that Is 
tuberculin tests for cattle and the con- 
demning of every head that appears to 
be affected with the disease. I hope 
some day to see a law passed In every 
state making such tests necessary an^ 
when this Is done we can expect t 
see a sudden decrease In th number o 
deaths from tuberculosis.'^

from Washington. Lieut.-Col. Robert 
F Ames was today confk>«d to puar- 
ter« and will be court-martialed on 
charge* of conduct unbecoming, an offi- 
cer and to the prejudice of military 
discipline. 


The action against the officer is a 


lequel to the Investigation of the cir- 
cumstances which led Lieut. Clarence 
M. Janney, of the Twelfth Infantry. U. 
8. A, to take His life following a din- 
ner party at the home of Ames at Fort 
William McKlnley.The gulclde's wife 
remains at the Fort and probably will 
be the chief witness at the court-mar- 
tial. 


A Filipino coroner 
and 
an army 


board of Inqury found that Janney 
committed suicide and so reported to 
Major General William H. Carter, 
commanding the department of Luzon. 
After examining the findings the gen- 
eral returned them to tha board with 
Instructions that It obtain additional 
testimony covering certain of the feaK 
ures of the case. No further develop- 
ments were made public until the re- 
ceipt of the Instructions from Wash- 
ington today. 
. 


Circum»t»nc»« of J«nn»y'» D«ath. 
Janney's death occurred on the night 


of.'March 12 last On that evening 
Janney and his wife attended a, dinner 
given by Ames. Capt. William H. Jor- 
dan, 
jr.. also of the Twelfth Infantry, 


completed the party. 


According to the testimony of the 


witnesses as taken by the board, Lieut 
Janney and his wife quarreled during 
the evening. Janney is said to have 
recognized in the home of his friend a 
champagne cooler which had belonged 
to him but which Mrs. Janney had 
given to Ames. 
Janney upbraided his wife ^because 


of the gift and harsh words followed. 
Finally Janney demanded an apology 
from his wife and this was made. This 
ended the quarrel, according to thg 
testimony and the dinner was resumed. 


A little later, however, Janney left 


the house, returning soon with-a re- 
volver, with which, it WHS testified, he 
shot himself, either through design or 
accident. In the presence of his w!f<v 
and Col. Ames. It wns testl$ed that 
Jnnney had rushed into the dlnln-- 
room and flourished the revolver while 
he taiked wildly. 
Before the others 


could Interfere, they said, he placed the 
revolver to his head and flred. Death 
followed quickly.

8. A, to take His life following a din- 
ner party at the home of Ames at Fort 
William McK!nley.~~The suicide's wife 
remains at the Fort and probably will 
be the chief witness at the court-mar- 
tial. 


A Filipino coroner 
and 
an army 


board of inqury found that Janney 
committed suicide and so reported to 
Major General . William 
H. 
Carter, 


commanding the department of Luzon. 
After examining the findings the gen- 
eral returned them to th« board with 
instructions that It obtain additional 
testimony covering certain of the feat-, 
ures of the case. No further develop- 
ments were made public until the re- 
ceipt of the instructions from Wash- 
ington today. 
. 
Circumstances of J«nn*y'» Death. 
Janney's death occurred on the night 


o£"March 12 last 
On that 
evening 


Janney and his wife attended a dinner 
given by Ames. Cajjt. William H. Jor- 
dan, Jr.. also of the Twelfth Infantry, 
completed the party. 


According to the testimony of the 


witnesses as taken by the board, Lieut 
.Tanney and his wife quarreled during 
the evening. Janney Is said to have 
recognized in the home of his friend a 
champagne cooler which had belonged 
to him but which Mrs. Janney had 
given to Ames. 


Janney upbraided his wIfet*«causB 


of the gift and harsh words followed. 
Finally Janney demanded an apology 
from his wife and this was made. This 
ended the quarrel, according to thg 
testimony and the dinner wns resumed. 


A little later, however, Janney left 


the house, returning soon with-a re- 
volver, with which, it wns testified, he 
shot himself, either through design or 
accjdent. In the presence of his wife- 
and Col. Ames. It was testified that 
Janney had rushed into the dlnln-"- 
room and flourished the revolver while 
he talked wildly. 
Before the others 


could Interfere, they said, he placed the 
revolver to his head and flred. Death 
followed quickly. 
Amet Arrested But Released. 


Following the shooting 
Ames was 


placed under arrest, but a preliminary 
Investigation of the special hoard of 
inquiry having cleared him, he was 
released. . 


The' only witnesses of the tragedy 


•were Col. Ames .and Mrs. Janney. \ Mrs. 
Janney testified that her husband and 
Amei'ha'Q BSen good friends. 


The Jahneys were married in New 


Tork in 190S. She was horn Madeline 
McKassick and belonged to a promi- 
nent family of San Francisco, 
She 


nret married 
Dr. Pedar 
Bru«ul*re. 


whom she divorced upon grounds of 
failure to provide for her. Whe; she 
married J&nney he was stationed at 
Governor's Island. He went with the 
Twelfth regiment to the 'Philippines In 
July, 1909.

That the troubles of- the enumerator 


in taking the census develop in the 
most unexpected quarter is demon- 
strated by the experience of J- J. Pet- 
ers, of Monroe township, who says that 
the only difficulty he encountered in 
his work In the entire town of Mon- 
roevllle and one-half of Monroe town- 
ship, was in the refusal of three public 
school teachers to give the census man 
the necessary information without the 
formality of more drastic action than 
the usual call. 


Mr. Peters, who was in the city a few 


days ago making his returns to Super- 
visor Sale, talked interestingly of nil 
work. Regarding his experience with 
the teachers, Mr. Peters says the effort 
to see them was futile and it became 
necessary to mall them the Individual 
blanks prepared by the government 
One Indicated her intention of being 
enumerated by her father at her home 
In Illinois, which is against the census 
law; the others protested that they 
"did not have time" to fill out the 
blanks. 
The matter was put before 


Supervisor Sale, who hesitated at dras- 
tic action, though ho has the power to 
send a' United States .marshal after 
those whd refuse to give the necessary 
Information. Finally a portion of the 
return was made after much pressure 
had been exerted by friends who real- 
ized rnpre thoroughly than did the 
teachers the risk they were running in 
their .refusal to answer the questions. 


Most People Courteous. 


"The census-taking task was a pleas- 


ant one, although difficult," said Mr. 
Peters, "for the attitude of the people 
was for the most part cordial and cour- 
teous. I found very few persons who 
could not read 6r write, and in many 
instances children of 5 years could read 
and write Intelligently. The census did 
not require an answer to this ques- 
tion of ability to read or write unless 
the person was above the age of ten 
years. The telephone came happily to 
our rescue in saving time.

when and where Mary Jane was born, 
the telephone was used and communi- 
cation with relatives often at a dis- 
tance of ten miles secured the infor- 
mation.

more interesting event than Halley's 
comet." 


Much Progress Noted. 


"One can note the marked progress 


that has been made, especially in the 
rural districts of Allen county," con- 
tinued Mr. Peters. 
"The people are 


more sociable than they used to be. 


'hey ace more systematic in their 
lethods. 
Ma.ny are keeping regular 


ccounts of the doings of the farm. 
Inancially, the farmer is prospering, 
ddlng to his bank account or his do- 


main, and he is happy."

ttributes much of the farmer's con-
